Where’s it all gone to I 
1 remember how, ten years ago, 1 used to go about 
mllee out from town and come home next morning with my 
vaine bag lllied. Now I have to go out sixty miles and stay a 
moufli to get the same bag. It’s hard on a man who can t stand 

'■''“JurtX" I replied; and I’ll tell you just what caused it. 

First, then, is the invention of breech-loaders by which a man 
can get away with twice as much game as with the old fashioned 
inusxle-loaders. But this isn’t the worst cause. Breech-loaders, 
in luv opinion, arc the grandest invention the modern sportsman 
la blcsMd with; but it’s their wholesale slaughtering g^ge 
whlchrat toe liittom of It. As "Boston" remarked In toe Cni- 
i aoo Field; “There Is something rather demoralising in seeing 
s man start off for a gunning trip, with a small ‘ba‘ be

How much more gentlemanly and keener 
would be the sport if only fourteen or sixteen gauge guns 
were used! This continual talk about pot-hunters by eporUmai 
U all, or most of It at least, bosh, and uncalled for.

Thropenlng day of a season always finds scores of “b^Wrs in 
the fields with their droppers, natives and $250 to $500 blue 
bloods. From that day to the close of the season there s a con- 
tluu&l batiKing as the Bportemen vie with each other as to who 
will have the biggest bag-regardless as to the um the bW® “f® 
made of—whether they are eaten or left to rot being a .secondary 
consideration. Of course this does not apply to all sportsmen,

Rough on us poor shootlsts, isn’t it? We are extremely thank¬ 
ful for the privilege of shooting prairie chickens for a few days 
after the Ist of September without Incfirring the penalties of the 
law; and It will be but a few days either, for anyone conversant 
with the subject knows that prairie chickens begin to pack and 
seek the com fields on the first approach of cool weather, and 
will not lie well to a dog, and though we may trudge through the 
com for snap shots at very long range through the hills, the corn 
atanding above our heads, our dogs are useless except to seek 
dead," and one of the greatest pleasures of a day’s sport, namely 
the action of our good dogs, is thus lost to us. . 

Another feature which Is condemned by many Is that in regard 
to the disposal of game after It Is shot. Now, I never shipped 
or sold a bird in my life although I have shot many, but I con¬ 
cede that game Is as much a legitimate article of trade as any 
thing else, and after being brought to bag I believe Is property; 
and I see that para^aph three of section eight of the constitu¬ 
tion of the United States gives Congress the sole power to regu¬ 
late commerce between the states, which wouldsccm to make this 
part of the law unconstitutional. I don’t care If the authors do 
tell us that other states have such a provision; It only proves 
that the fools don’t all live in Iowa, and I know that provision 
Is disregarded in other states and Is practically a dead letter. 
Certainly if we have any good thing more than we want ourselves 
we ought to be wllllug to share it with our friends, even though 
they lived beyond an Imaginary line called the boundary of a state, 
and not adopt the dog-ln-the-mangcr policy as expressed In this 
bill. We are almost ae bad as Virginia (I believe It was)t whoM 
law did not allow any peraon from any other stale to come In 
and shoot. I see a great many articles written about pot-hunt- 
ere, and It seems to roe that the snobbish spirit ^t dictates 
most of the articles would be better honored in the ’Wach than 
in the observance.” If known I venture ’twould bo found that 
all such persons pot-hunt other things If they do not game, and 
Uve yet to see anyone of them who wouldn’t carry home all the 
game he could shoot. The men who have done more than aU 
others to encourage the use of the dog and gun in the country 
have all or nearly all been market hunters, and many of tbem 
now hunt at times for the market; and I have known many of 
them who were gentlemen In every sense, and I never knew a 
snob among them, which Is more than can be said of all so- 
called gentlemen sportsmen. 

We all believe in a close season for game, but I am willing to 
say that I do It because it will perpetuate sport, and I think all 
talk of preserving game for the benefit of mankind at large Is 
simply “bosh," for all the benefit there can be in game, except 
the pleasure of shooting it, is simply that It Is good to eat. 

Well, the law is passed and will remain on the statute books 
for the next two years, a small monument of the fact that the 
fool-killer hadn’t lately passed through the state. We have gen¬ 
erally succeeded In having our people observe the game laws, 
but I don’t believe It can be done now. The law Is to top heavy 
that It won’t stand, and I prophesy that at the next legislature It 
will be repealed and that a law will be enacted which will simply 
punish for killing, keeping or having In possession game during 
the close season—such a law can be enforced. 

I got thus far last night when the mail came in and jrith it the 
Chicago Field, and I see a communication from Boone on 
the subject. Give me your hand, “Boone,” for although I ve 
never met you yet I with many others have read your articles 
with pleasure and profit, and I know you by reputation to be a 
gentleman and a scholar, and your opinion on any subject con-

Ducks came more scatterlngly, yet our successful sportsmen 
have brought In some fair bags—the highest one being 56 head 
to one gun. This week, I am told, the ducks arc more numer¬ 
ous aud Immeuse multitudes of geese are gathering upon the 
sand-bars In the Platte River. Scollopax-viUorui have put In a 
favorable appearance. Their vanguard was signalled about two 
weeks ago. Yesterday a gentleman reported a bag of thirty, 
severol^aller bags have also been brought lu. Thegamey wood¬ 
cock la heard practicing his twilight amours tn fMorable places 
which bespeak some rare July sport to come. J^hete birds are 
becoming more numerous esch year, and will, no doubt, continue 
to Increase so long as our sportamen abstain from bunting them 
At this season of toe year. 

We have had a remarkably mild Winter, followed by an early 
Boring. The prairies ere becoming green; all kinds of small 
grain looks exceedingly fine. The trees are putting forth their 
leaves. Peaches, plums, cherries, apricots, nectarines and pears 
are In fuU bloom, with the finest prospect of a fruitful season— 
unless. Indeed, a latent frost shall linger In the lap of Spring to 

kill the young fruit. ... i 

Iowa’s new game law Is received with some misgivings, lest 
Its stringency will defeat Its most laudable purpose. AU true 
sportamen will sympathize with our Iowa brethren In their zeal¬ 
ot efforts In behalf of the lawful protection of game and flah in 
our sister state. But we are constrained to the belief that reMon- 
able legislation should be the rule, lustead of extreme or radlc^ 
legislation on auch subjects, and great care should be taken to 
avoid obnoxious provisions. I mean of com^, provisions or 
enactments obnoxious to toe organic law of the land. “I en¬ 
actment which does not command the respect of the people, or 
at least which does not commend Itself to them, cannot fall to be 
Inlurious to the cause ills designed topromote. The great fwlUty 
which eilsW for toe disregard or violation of gome laws affords the 
strongest reason for great care in this regard, and I may add, 
toe extreme difficulty in prosecuting violations of such laws is 
Another reason. The leglslallve authority of the state is supreme 
L to L ^tectlon of all wUd anlmoie and bird, within Ita liiffiU 
or Jurisdiction. It may rightfully 

of taking or of klUlng Wild animals and birds within ita bordeis 
and toe extent and kinds of punishment for toe offenses against 
such laws, or it may prohibit, lawfully, the killing of auch anl- 
maU entlrsly, but such a law would be unwise for the reason toat 
it would soon become a dead letter—nobody would respect lU

Owing to toe mild winter we have had, quails are more plentiful 
than ever before In the Spring to my knowledge. There being 
hot very lllOe snow, but few have been trapped, and If the 
weather la favorable we will have very fine quail shooting next 
season (Ist of October to let of January). While out yesterday 
I found quails In large flocks, some in pairs, and the most pe¬ 
culiar thing in April, a covey ol young—counted thirteen.

One 
Sunday last Summer a neighbor sent to me, saying his dog, a 
great favorite, bad eaten some meat that was covered with rat 
‘ iotson that was Intended for the rats, aud would I come to him.
